Fewer Than 350, the Full List Never 


to Be Fully Known— So Rapidly Did 


the Flames Spread That After the 


First Ten Minutes the Cries of Per­ 


ishing Victims Were Hushed. 


Mexico City, Feb. 17.—L atest dis­ 
patches 
from 
Acapulco, 
w here 
the 
Flores th eater was burned while the 
Ltructure was crowded a t a gala per- 
lorm anee given in honor of Governor 
Damian Flores of the state of G uerre­ 
ro, bring varying estim ates of the loss 
of life. 
They agree in declaring, how­ 
ever, th at the dead will exceed 200, 
while some place the figure as high as 
350. 
Most cf the dead were burned 
beyond recognition, so th a t it will take 
several days probably to secure an ac­ 
curate list of the dead. 
Acapulco is dazed by the catastro­ 
phe. 
All business a t the port has 
ceased, the shops have been closed, 
and 
the 
people 
are 
crow ding 
the 
churches, w here m asses are being cel­ 
ebrated for the dead. 
Subscription 
lists have been opened throughout the 
state of G uerrero and in Mexico City 
for the sufferers. 
The fire, which spread with incredi­ 
ble 
rapidity 
through 
the 
im m ense 
wooden and adobe structure, was due 
to the carelessness and inexperience 
of the operator of the m oving-picture 
machine. 
T here was an explosion, a 
burst of flame, which com m unicated to 
the bunting used for decorative pur­ 
poses, and in a few m inutes the entire 
structure was a m ass of fire. 


Exit Barred by Flames. 
The flames started practically over 
the main entrance. The exits w ere all 
in the front p art of the building, which 
was alm ost im m ediately turned into a 
wall of fire, so th at the people were 
trapped in the burning building. 
The 
people in a frenzied panic tried to run 
the gauntlet of flames, but w here one 
escaped scores of ethers perished. 
As 
nearly alw ays in catastrophes of the 
kind, the women and children suffered 
most, com prising a m ajority of the 
dead. 
The search of (he ruins revealed no 
recognizable hum an 
form. 
C harred 
bodies from which legs and arm s have 
been burned, together with m any dis­ 
m em bered, have been taken from the 
ruins, and as there was no chance of 
identifying these rem ains, all have 
been buried in a common trench by 
the m unicipal authorities. 
The g reatest loss of life was occa­ 
sioned, according to survivors, by the 
fall of the roof, which crashed down 
on the entrapped people In w hat seem ­ 
ed a short tim e after the blaze was dis­ 
covered. 
Previous to this the men in 
the pit had fought like dem ons, strik ­ 
ing down women and children in their 
efforts to escape. The fall of the roof, 
however, 
stilled 
the 
scream s 
and 
groans of the fighting, pan icstrick en 
audience. 
The firemen and the crowds on the 
outside who had been attracted to the 
scene could do nothing to help the peo­ 
ple In the burning building, and were 
compelled to stand helpless and watch 
the th eate r with its hum an contents 
burn. 
A fter the first five or ten min 
utes there w ere no cries heard.

W ashington, Feb. 17.—One-half of j 
the United States nav y should be ke p t; 
on the Pacific coast at all times, in the j 
op inion of the senate. An amendment 
to the nav al bill was agreed to p rov id­ 
ing that in the discretion of the p resi­ 
dent, one-half of the nav y shall be 
kep t m Pacific waters, so tar as p rac­ 
ticable. 
By an amendment to the nav al ap ­ 
p rop riation bill, the size of the two 
battleship s authorized is limited to 
2 1 ,0 0 0 tons and their cost exclusiv e of 
arm or and arm ament to $4,500,000 
each. 
The senate also agreed to the p rov i­ 
sion that no p art of the ap p rop riations 
for p owder in the nav al bill should be j 
p aid to any trust or combination in j 
restraint of trade, or to any corp ora- 1 
tion hav ing a monop oly in the manu- j 
facture or sup p ly of gunp owder, after 
amending it to read “excep t in the 
ev ent of war,” instead of “in the ev en t: 
of an emergency.” 
An amendment was also adop ted j 
which will hav e the effect of, if it is 
accep ted by the house, restoring the 
m arine corp s on board all battleship s j 
and armored cruisers in accordance I 
with the p ractice of the nav y p rior to 
the p resident’s crder remov ing them 
from the ship s. 
The house for the most p art dev oted 
itself to the consideration of bills un­ 
der susp ension of the rules. 
A num­ 
ber were p assed, among them being 
those 
requiring 
the 
equip ment 
of 
ocean-going v essels with wireless ap ­ 
p aratus and p rov iding for the reorgan 
ization and enlistm ent of the nav al 
academy band. 
The Indian ap p rop riation bill carry­ 
ing an ap p rop riation of $11,571,000 was 
p assed.
